The city still 
holds out, but the revolutionary move- 
ment is extending hourly.

Beteta and Col. Arevals. o police 
force is largely increased and a force 
of soldiers is parading the streets. Two 
hundred soldiers refused to go on duty 
this — because they had not 
been paid and were sent to prison. 

A mob paraded the streets at noon 
“Death to Barillas.“ The 
ringleaders were arrested. Much dis- 
satisfaction exists ＋ the military, 
and it is feared they will soon join the 
revolutionists en masse. The revolt is 
gaining ground every hour. 

Barillas’s Cabinet wants him to sus- 
pend hostilities with San Salvador and 
turn his attention to the situation at 
home.

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THE ANGLO-GERMAN TREATY. 
A cablegram from London informs 
us that the Anglo-German treaty for 
the regulation of the African territory 
bas passed its second reading in the 
House of Commons, and it is therefore 
certain that it will be adopted, not- 
withstanding the strong opposition of 
a large number of Liberals, the Grand 
Old Man among them.

trifled with. The Germans pretended 
that a great part of their sphere of in- 
fluence had been given up to England: 
that the British protectorate of Zanzi- 
bar was an uncalled-for sacrifice for 
Germany, by no means compensated 
by the cession of Heligoland. 

Maj. Wissmann, the commander of 
the German African expedition, just 
returned home, gave vent to this opin- 
ion as soon as his foot touched German 
soil; but be has since changed his 
mind in consequence of a conversation 
he had with the Emperor William, who 
promoted his subordinate in the army 
and conferred upon him titles of no- 
bility. 

The English, onthe contrary, main- 
tained that the treaty only ceded to 
them what they already possessed; the 
Manchester and Birmingham mor- 
chants expected a much larger terri- 
tory reserved for English enterprise 
and outlay; in fact, they wanted Africa 
to be British from the Cape to the 
Nile, or even to the Dolta. 
From all this we may conclude tha 
the exactions on both sides were exag- 
gerated, and that after all the treaty, 
as it is, adjusts equitably the claims of 
both nations; but the future only will 
tell of its stipulations, put an end to a 
rivalry and to claims of which the con- 
troversy seems to be so fertile. Stan- 
ley, after attacking the British govern- 
ment for its condecension to Germany, 
is now full of praise for Salisbury and 
his statesmanship. All is well that 
ends well, and if the two nations 
smoke the calumet of peace, we have 
no fault to find in the matter. 

A few words only as to Heligoland, 
the island ceded by England to Ger- 
many, the cession being a rather note- 
worthy precedent in English diplo- 
macy, always more inclined to swallow 
up than to surrender a possession of 
whatever small size or value.

Of 
course France has protested, but the 
difference will be promptly adjusted by 
some concession in another direction, 
probably Tunis or Tripoli. ; 


A HOPEFUL VIEW OF POLITICS. 


We publish this morning a lengthy 
and interesting article on Good Heart 
in Politics,“ contributed by Assistant 
Postmaster-General Clarkson, who, 
from a practical experience of nearly a 
quarter of a ceptury, is fully capable of 
writing understandingly upon the sub- 
ject. The interest of the article mainly 
attaches to the novel views which Mr. 
Clarkson puts forth. He comes to the 
defense of the much-abused politician, 


and aims to show that there is no truth 


in the generally-accepted axiom that 
men in politics are selfish and grasp- 
ing. Asaresult of close observation, 
he affirms that “there is much more 
in politics to discipline and broaden 
men and make them more generous 
than in almost any other profession or 
pursuit in life.“ He shows that even 
the church is not free from the sharp 
contests which are socommon in poli- 
tics and stoutly maintains tbat 
men grow generous in politics 
rather than selfish. The church, 
he admits, is far better than politics, 
but denies that any of the professions 
are better. He pays some attention to 
the Mugwump, with which class of cit- 
zen be is not enamored. The instances 
he gives, that have come under his 
official cognizance, where thousands of 
people througbout the country have 
shown the best side of human nature, 
are interesting, although the millions 
of voters throughout the country do 
not properly come under the designa- 
tion of politiclans“ as generally under- 
stood. Mr. Clarkson claims that a 
politician does at least fifteen dollars’ 
worth of work for every dollar he re- 
ceives, and says: 

If every man who worked in politics got 
an office, as every man in a stock company 
gets a share of stock, politics might be said 
to be b:sed on selfishness; but it is a case 


where the forty-nine men work generously 
for the fiftieth. 


The simile is, perhaps, hardly cor- 
rect. Politics might rather be likened 
to a lottery than to a stock company, 
and every active politician hopes some 
day or other to draw a prize. N 

In one of his lines of argument Mr. 
Clarkson is assuredly quite correct. 
This is when he declares that the in- 
difference of the American voter is the 
greatest danger to the American Re- 
public.“ Mr. Clarkson’s views may be 
roseate, but there is no reason why 
such a state of things might not be, in 
this intelligent Nation, where the good 
undoubtedly predominates over the 
bad. The obstacles in the way are 
twofold. First, the indifference of so 
many of the respectable voters, re- 
ferred to by Mr. Clarkson, which al-

ANOTHER CYCLONE. . 


A New England Town Visited 
This Time. 


The Cone-like Cloud Cuts a Farrow 
Through South Lawrence. 


Eight Persons Killed—Two Score More 
or Less Injured, 


Nearly a Hundred Bulidings, Mostly

LAWRENCE (Mass.,) July 26.—[By 

Associated Press.] A cyclone, the 
igrst_one of any considerable impor- 
within memory in New England, 
und one equalling in destructive power 
those frequently reported from western 
communities, visited the suburb of 
South Lawrence this morning, and in 
fifteen minutés had killed eight people, 
seriously injured from fifteen to 
twenty,slightly injured at least twenty 
more, cut a swath through a thickly 
peopled section one hundred feet wide 
and a mile long, rendered many people 
homeless,destroyed or greatly damaged 
some seventy-five to one hundred 
buildings, mostly dwelling-houses, 
leveled a beautiful square containing 
over five hundred trees and entailed a 
property loss now estimated at $100,- 
000, all of which was uninsured against 
damage by wind and storm. 

The calamity is the greatest which 
bas visited Lawrence since the fall and 
burning of the Pemberton mills thirty 
years ago. South Lawrence is a busy 
railroad junction, and in the vicinity 
where the storm struck many wooden 
houses are occupied mainly by well-to- 
do mechanics, and among these the 
cyclone spent its greatestfury, The 
fact that the northern boundary of the 
belt of destruction was but three 
streets south of the lofty mills, with 
their busy throngs of thousands of 
workers, shows now narrow was the 
escape from a more appalling loss of 
life and property. 

The air was hot and humid. Dark 
clouds scurried westerly through the 
heavens with intermitted rain. Sud- 
— 4 the wind veered, and an inky

seemed to drop from the mass hanging 
in the southwest and to move rapidly, 
awful aspect, toward the city.

Pre cyclone entered Springfield 
street, where the greatest devastation 
was wrought. When No. 31 fell O’Con- 
nell, his wife and daughter Mamie 
were catried down with it.

He suffers se- 
vere injuries. His wife and daughter 
wére removed from the ruins after two 
hours’ hard work, both dead. 

On Portland street a lumber-yard 
was blown to atoms. The gate-keeper 
at the crossing was lifted bodily from 
his cabin and carried some distance. 
He is seriously shaken up and for 
some time was unconscious. 

House No. 16, occupied below by 
William Collins, was lifted from its 
foundation and the upper part came 
crashing through the ceiling of the 
lower one, where sat Mrs. Collins and 
three little children. Fora moment 
heart-rending shrieks came from the 
heap of rubbish, then all was still. 
Mrs. Collins was taken out dead, also 
her daughter Annie, aged 6. On South 
Union street the next damage was 
done. The wind continued in the di- 
rection of Sprinfield street northeast- 
ward, through Union Square, breaking 
and twisting trees in every conceivable 
shape. It is believed that from five 
hundred to one thousand trees were 
destroyed in and about the park. 

In Andover one house was unroofed. 
Trees. were felled on all sides, and 
fences blown helter-skelter. The occu- 
pants of most of the ruined houses 
were hard working laborers, whose 
NR were the fruit of a life of 
A TRAIN’S ESCAPE. 

The engineer of the Boston express 
saw the cyclone as he was nearing 
South Lawrence, and stopped his en 
gine. This probably saved his train, 
which was due at South Lawrence 
at the time the cyclone struck the 
place. Flames broke out, and but for 
the intervention of the rainstorm the 
fire would have added to the horror of 
the calamity. 

The firemen rendered great ‘assist- 
ance in removing the injured from the 
ruins. Ambulances carried several 
loads of mangled and crushed human 
beings to the hospital. Others were 
taken to private houses. The work of 
devastation began at the cricket 
grounds on the southwest with the up- 
rooting of a number of trees. 

A story and a half bouse in the rear 
of No. 6 Emmett street was occupied 
by James Lyons and family. Hearing 
the approach of the storm, Lyons 
rushed into the house, seized a baby 
from his wife’s arms and fled to the 
street. Both man and child escaped, 
but the dead body of Mrs. Lyons was 
subsequently taken from the ruins of 
her dwelling. 

At the foot of Saunders court 
switchhouse, in which Michael Hig- 
gins, a section hand, was standing, was 
taken up bodily by the wind and car- 
ried under the railroad bridge crossing 
Salem street, where Higgins fell out 
and was instantly killed. Several 
houses were smashed here. .

A Prominent Lawyer Killed 
by an Inventor. 

Shot in the Baek While Trying

A Divorce Case Behind the Tragedy 
The Murderer Arrested, 


Other Coast Dispatches—Work of 
the Rallway Postal Service In 
This District—A Bad In- 
dian Caught.

Fresno, July 26.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] John D. Fiske, a lawyer 
and opera-house manager of this city, 
who has been prominently before the 
public for the past two or three years, 
was shot down and instantly killea to- 
night by Joseph L. Stillman, an in- 
ventor. Stillman had been hunting 
for Fiske all day, and found him at 
8:30 this evening in front of the Grand 
Central Hotel, on Mariposa street. 
Several blows were struck, and both 
men worked toward the middle of the 
street. Fiske then turned and ran up 
Mfriposa toward J street, followed by 


| Stillman, who had a revolver in dis 


hand and was about ten feet in the 
rear. When they were in front of 
Burk & Monroe’s drug store Stillman 
fired ashotinto Fiske’s back: They 
still continued running, and when half 
way across the street a second shot was. 
fired, followed by a third at close quar- 
ters. 

Just as the wounded man was falling 
forward on his face, Stillman, with the 
revolver in his hand, ran around the 
prostrate body and walked rapidly 
across Mariposa street in the direction 
of the Fresno Loan and Savings Bank. 
When he reached the middle of the 
street his right arm was seized wy an 
Officer. Stillman struggied violently in 
the grasp of several men, who ran to 
the assistance of the officer. 

The 2 was burried to jail, fol- 
lowed by a tremendous crowd, and 
Fiske was taken into a drug store, with 
the blood streaming from his lips. He 
was gasping for breath, and as soon as 
he was laid on the floor he died. The 
body was taken to the morgue, where 
an autopsy was held.

WASHINGTON, July 26.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.]

Prior to issuing this 
order the Secretary had received from 
Superintendent of Ceusus Porter a let- 
ter detailing the trouble regarding the 
count in the Twin Cities and the in- 
vestigation made by his bureau. In it 
he says, in part: 

The evidence before me may be sum- 
marized as follows: In all probability 
there exists in Minneapolis a widespread or- 
ganized conspiracy for inflating the census 
of that city. This conspiracy was only 
. 7 ad through, owing to its early 

iscovery. To what extent, however, the 
schedules are fraudulent can be at 

nt only a matter of conjecture. 

ese fraudulent schedules take all 
manner of forms. Families have been 
swollen to enormous size by additional 
children and boarders; the capacities of ex- 
isting houses have been taxed far beyond 
their limits by the addition of families, and 
houses, with their contents, have been in- 
vented by hundreds. In addition to these 

Ipable frauds, transients and mealers 
cave been enumerated at hotels and board- 
ing-houses, and employés have been enum- 
erated at their shops as well as at their 
houses in large numbers, In St. Paul there 
has been discovered no evidence of an or- 
ganized r but numerous 
cases of illegal additions to the sched- 
ules.. These ditions are similar in 
character to those discovered in Minneapo- 
lis, but are not by any means so widespread 
or extensive. In view of this condition of 
things it seems impossible to be assured of 
a correct census of these two cities without 
making a recount throughout. 

Supt. Porter says no proofs 
whatever have been presented that the 
supervisors in St. Paul or Minneapolis were 
parties to the frauds. James H. Wardle, 
assistant chief clork of the Census Bureau, 
will have charge of the work at St. Paul 
and F. W. Kruz will be special agent at 
Minneapolis. 


ANTI-LOTTERY LAWS. 


Legislation That Will Clip the Wings 
of the Big Swindle. 
WASHINGTON, July 28. — [By the 
Associated Press.] The report of the 
House Committee on Postoffices and 
Postroads, to accompany the substi- 
tute anti-lottery bill agreed upon yes- 
terday, was filed this afternoon. The 
committee says the present legislation 
is inadequate, and more forcible laws 
must be enacted to prevent the use of 
the mails by lot companies. The 
‘ present law can nforced by courts 
> only; and conyeys no power to the 
“Postmaster-General. One of the main 
benefits to be derived by the substitute 
bill, if it, becomes a law, is that whi 
akes thé act of mailing lottery letters 
and circulars a continuous offense, 
triable. by courts in any jurisdiction 
through which they may pass or into 
which they may go. A greater benefit, 
if possibile, WIII the closing 
of the mails to newawapers which con- 
tain lottery advertisements and lists 
of prizes, thus partially cutting off 
commuuication between the lottery 
and its customers, and reducing sthe 
number of ite victims. The substitute 
bill, the committee says, proposes to 
cure defects in the existing law by 
means of which letters intended for a 
lottery — ayn reach their destina- 
tion through a third person or agent. 
The substitute, if enacted, would 
permit the Postmaster-General to deny 
to any agent ofa lottery company the 
benelits of the registry and money 
order system and would result in com- 
pelling a lottery company to obtain re- 
mittances through express companies 
or smilar channels. 


Union Pacific Within the Law. 
WASHINGTON, July 26.—On the 3d 
inst. the Senate adopted a resolution 
calling upon the Secretary of the Inte- 
rior to state whether or not, in his 


knowledge, the Union Pacific Railroad 


has guaranteed stock or bonds of any 
other corporation; whether or not said 
Union Pucific Railroad Company has 
paid out of its earnings the indebted- 
ness of any railroad company; and if 
so, whether such guarantee and pay- 
ment arein accordance with the law 
and consistent with the obligations of 
the Union Pacific to the United States. 

In response, Secretary Noble says, 
the Union Pacific Railroad Company 
has guaranteed the bonds and interest 
of quite a number of other corpora- 
tions, but has done nothing unlawful.

Charges Against Raum. 

WASHINGTON, July 26.—The report 
of the Committee on Rules recom- 
mends further investigation of the 
Pension Bureau on the ground that 
the public service must not rest under 
even asuspicion. The committee says 
the only witness before it was Repre- 
sentative Cooper, author of the charges 
against Commissioner Raum. Cooper 
declined to give the names of other 
witnesses until the House of Repre- 
sentatives provided for a thorough in- 
vestigation. The charge was made by 
Cooper that Commissioner of Pensions 
Raum, though insolvent, had negoti- 
ated a loan of $25,000, upon which 
George Lemon, a noted pension agent, 
became the surety. 


Opposed to Blaine’s Plan. 
WASHINGTON, July 26.—The Repub- 
lican members of the Ways and Means 
Committee, who are in the city, had a 
meeting today, nominally to confer 
about the order of business. They 
took no action on that subject, but the 
uestion of reciprocity, as proposed by 
cretary Blaine, was discussed at 
length. It is said all members present 
expressed themselves opposed to the 
adoption of either of the schemes out- 
lined in the Hale and Pierce amend- 
ments to the Tariff Bill.

A DEAL WITH SWEDEN. 

The Grashdanin of St. Petersburg,

Prinee Bismarck, in giving the Novoe 
Vremya. correspondent a second inter- 
view, deplored: the menacing aspect of 
affairs, and said he felt it now more 
than ever his chief duty to try to assure 
the peace of Europe. Why, he asked 
should Germany continue to regard 
Russia as an inevitable enemy? At 
the present moment, he said, abso- 
lutely no reason existed for a German 
war on Russia, and an attack on Rus- 
sia by Germans was inconceivable on 
any good grounds.

Dan Freeman Tells What 
Has Been Done. 


INJUSTICE TO THE COMMITTEE. 


Two-thirds of the Money Needed 
Already Subscribed-Donations 
to the Exhibit — Seeking 
Information. 


At a meeting of the board of direct- 
ors of the Chamber of Commerce the 
other day the old committee, which 
was appointed several months ago to 
raise money for the Chicago permanent 
exhibit of Southern California pro- 
ducts, was ordered to appear before 
the board next Thursday and be dis- 
charged for incompetency or something 
of that kind, as they bave accomplished 
nothing so far as the board knows. 

Dan Freeman, who is chairman of 
the old committee, is somewhat put 


out on account of the action taken by 


the board and to a Times reporter yes- 
terday he made the following state- 
ment: 

The Chamber of Commerce should not 
have taken the action it did in censuring 
the Chicago exhibit committee without 
having asked me what we had done in the 
matter. The newspaper reports of its pro- 
ceedings state that this committee bad done 
nothing. This was a misstatement. The 
collecting committee had never been out 
but once, and in two hours it got two-thirds 
of the amount necessary. The bankers and 
all our leading business meu responded 
liberally. I assert that we can raise the 
balance in two hours’ further canvass of the 
city. The Chamber of Commerce did not 
understand the situation. Owing to the 
fact that it seemed doubtful at one time 
whether the other counties would join us in 
the exhibit, it was decided by our committee 
toward getting subscriptions 
in Los Angeles until the other counties had 
succeeded in raising their quota of the 
necessary funds. This was necessitated by 
the fact that if the other counties did not 
contribute their share, the Los Angeles 
committee decided that it would send an 
exhibit to Chicago of the products of this 
county only. is would have made it 
necessary to raise a larger sum than if the 
other counties joined.

The intellectual world has many 
fads. One of these is that men in 
politics are selfish and grasping. 
Society and pulpit both have a great 
deal to say of the brutality of politics 
and the selfishness of politicians. 1 
have been twenty-four years in poli- 
tics, and am ready to be called asa 
witness on the other side. As a result 
of close observation, I am ready to say 
that there is much more in politics to 
discipline and broaden men and make 
them more generous than in almost 
any other profession or pursuit in life. 


James S. Clarkson. 


It is said that there is $15 expended 
in labor to gain every shining gold or 
silver dollar out of the mines of the 
world. Itmay as truthfully be said 
that $15 of honest effort in 
halt of _ political principles, or in 
behalf of patriotic service for the coun-, 
try, is expended, for every dollar that 
a party worker in politics receives. In 
the arena of politics, too, fifty men 
work for the good of the party or coun- 
try, or honestly for the good of some 
one else in whom they believe, where 
one man works for himself. 

THE TERM “POLITICIAN,” 
instead of being one of derision, 
ought to be a title of compliment and 
honor, and is such a title when the 
man who works for his country 
through his party is honest in bis in- 
tentions and intelligent in his effort. 
The challenge by superficial people 
that men work too much for each 
other, or for men in their party, in- 
stead of being a stigma on politics is a 
decoration. For friendship and faith 


Man in 6s ; 
and believes that that man can accom- 
plish good for society, for country and 
the Government, and he devotes time 
and ry money and a great deal of 
effort in behalf of that friend’s promo- 
tion, he is simply doing his duty as a 
citizen’ and asa lover of his country 
and his kind. The sharp conflicts in 
politics, the friction of contests, are 
simply the repetition of the same 
things in other organized forms of 
human society. Indeed, the church 
itself is not without its sharp contests, 
its personal encounters, its cynicism 
and malice. Contests among preach- 
ers, and there are many of them, often 
have as much of this world in them 
and as much of the Old Adam in them 
as the fights among the politicians. 
This is true of the professional world, 
whether of law, medicine or what net. 
This is a world of friction and contest, 
of rivalry, and too often of jealousy 
and envy. Such things human pervade 
and actuate men in politics no more 
than in the other things of life. 
THE LOVE OF MAN FOR HIS PARTY 
is only another form of the love for his 
country, If be have an honest faith 
in his party’s principles, he is a poor 
citizen if he does not strive in every 
way to advance them into the ap 
proval of the country and into a place 
in the laws. It is the very theory of 
our Government that every American 
has aright and a duty to his own po- 
litical opinions aud to fight for them. 
It is the health of our politics, the 
sharp contests, the strong resistance 
of parties to each other and the 
fierce white light that shines 
on all contests between parties 
in American affairs. The indiffer- 
ence of the American voter is the 
greatest danger to the American Re- 
ublic. Danger is not to be feared 
rom the men who are too active in 
politics. It willcome rather from the 
men who think themselves too good for 
politics, or that no party is good 
enough for them. Any free govern- 
ment is balanced on its citizens who 
are voters, and the safety of a repub- 
lic is balanced on every vote. If vot- 
ing could be made compulsory, if all 
the whiners and growlers of the intel- 
lectual sort could be compelled to vote, 
politics, of course, would be made 
much better. If we could have 
something like the Australian bal- 
lot law and with it a statute 
compelling every man entitled 
to a vote to deposit his ballot, then the 
mer Spey would have the benefit at the 
polls ofthe opinion one way or the 
other of every available voter in its 
population. The good American who 
will not vote once when he knows that 
he ought to do it is unfaithful only in 
a less degree than the bad American 
who tries to vote twice. Therefore, I 
think that all activity and zeal in poli- 
tics, otherwise personal interest in gov- 
ernment, instead of being discouraged 
ought to be encouraged. The very 
safety of the Republic depends upon it. 
THE SULKING MUGWUMP. 

As to activity and demonstration in 
politics the country isin little danger 
from the man whois proud of bis colors 
and openly shows them, who carries a 
torch and goes with a hurrah on his 
way to political victory; that fellow is 
a patriot, or as near it as he has the ca- 
pacity to be. It is the skulking, 
growling fellow, who finds no party 
good enough fer him, who will not 
vote at all, who does not believe in the 
honesty of six millions of Democrats 
in a party, nor of six millions of Re- 
publicaus in a party, but who scoffs at 
everything and sighs for a better sort 
of politics and a better sort of world, 
who does more harm by omission 


than the most active man in 
politics does — commission. 
The Phariseeism that dewails 


selfishness in politics and yet does not 


-critics 


participate personally in politics to 
make it better, is simply an intellect- 
ual fashion of hypocrisy and avoidance, 
Nothing can be done by war of chang- 
ing the Government or filling offices 
except by the action of political 
parties. Every man who wants to 
make his influence felt must belong to 
one party or another. There must be 
unity of action to gain political vic- 
tory, and party victories are the 
only things that count by way 
of changes in our Government, 
The man who fights between the lines, 
or will not fight with either party, and 
who indicts the twelve or thirteen 
millions of Americans identified with 
one party or the other as being dis- 
honest, might in an hour of reflection 
stop and wonder if it were not possible 
that the millions were right, and he 
wrong. 
GENEROUS, NOT SELFISH. 

As to the charge that in politics men 
grow selfish, I would reply that instead 
they grow generous. Where one man 
in politics serves himself, ten thousand 
serve their country. It is a field of con- 
stant discipline, and the sort of disci- 
pline that broadens men. It is an arena 
of conflict where they see the good and 
the bad side of men displayed. They 
easily and quickly learn to discover 
and to imitate the good, and to reject 
the bad. It is a libel on American 
character and American love of fair 

lay to say that the ignoble, mean and 
fittie man in politics wins more sup- 
port than the noble, generous and true 
man. The salary of office is scarce) 
ever thought of as a bribe to manhood, 


except by the scoffer and the Pharisee. 


There is bardly a public man erm 
a salary in the United States today, i 

he be above 30 years of age. who has not 
expended for his party’s honest need 

for his country’s honestbebalf, more o 

his own money than he finds returned 
in present salary. Indeed, politicsis a 
school of generosity rather than of sel- 
fishness. Poor men take of their little 
to help their party, because they be- 
lieve that their party helps their coun- 
try. Good men never fight together 
without a bond of sympathy being de- 
veloped between them. Good men in 
warfare are always generous to the 
weak, quick to go to the helpless and 
needy, generous in standing aside for 


be- those more worthy. 


MANY CALLED, BUT FEW CHOSEN. 
If every man who worked in politics 
got an office, as every man in a stock 
company gets a share of stock, politics 
might be said to be based on selfish- 
ness; but itis a case where the forty- 
nine men work generously for the fif- 
tieth. Here you see men in a school of 
generosity, the many working for the 
one, and not working for him so much 
as for party and country. if the work 
of the forty-nine for the one be called 
friendship, the indictment is one 
of compliment. For there is 
no friendship without faith, and 
no faith among g men 
unless the man who is trusted is good 
himself. The average American voter 
knows that the protection of his home 
and of his own life, as weil as that of

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nd more than the salary for a year 
of the office sought for, saying nothing 
of their time, to come to Washington 
and get a small postoffice for some dis- 
abled soldier or some needy woman. 
The files of the Postoffice Department 
are luminous with letters of good human 
feeling and kindness, and of the desire 
of good men to serve those who are 
worthy or who are in need. If I had 
been a cynic, a hater of my kind, a 
doubter of the good in men, a be- 
liever in selfishness in politics, when 
I took the office I now hold a vear ago, 
this past year’s experience alone would 
have converted me, and taught me to 
love better than ever my fellow-men, 
taught me to believe in the good in 
human nature, and taught me that in 
America almost every man is willing 
to serve his deserving neighbor. In- 
deed, a year’s service in any public 
position would increase the faith of 
almost any man in his fellow-men. 
IN PUBLIC PLACES 
you see human nature from every an- 
gle. The motives of men are laid bare to 
your eye. Selfishness comes to show its 
ugly face very often, as it does in 
every other profession and vocation of 
life; but very much more often comes 
the good that is in human nature, with 
its open, generous hand, its warm and 
trusting heart, aud its desire to serve 
some human being that is in need, or 
some good motive that will help the 
Goveinment. I venture to say that 
there are more sacrifices made by 
men in politics, sacrifices that it costs 
them much to make, than in any other 
form of society in America. It is said 
to be a good test in Christian zeal to 
sacrifice and give so that it hurts. It 
ought to be as good a test in politics; 
and there bas not been a day since 1 
have been in Washington that I have 
not seen men make sacrifices that hurt, 
sacrifices that were made purely for 
human kindness, party good, or the 
good of the Government. Others ma 
afford to ignore, and peck at suc 
generosity. I am too poor in superior 
virtues to scoff at any such nobility. 
ANOTHER NOBLE THING 
in politics is that men in politics for 
the present time do not forget those 
who passed before them, in the previ- 
ous generation. I have seen hundreds 
of men in the past year give up chance 
of office for themselves to let it go to 
the son or daughter of some man who 
had served his country well, or bis 
pars generously, and gone his way and 
eft hia family —- ndeed, I think 
there is something of good, not only in 
the Republican, but in the Demo- 
cratic party, that prompts both to 
considerations of humanity of this 
kind. I know that in the present 
Administration the sons and daughters 
of distinguished men now dead, who 
were Democrats, have been given 
official place and shown great consid- 
eration because their fathers in their 
time served the country well and left 
their descendants poor. Every depart- 
ment in Washingten is proof of this. 
There is hardly a room in any of the 
departments, where there are four 
or five clerks, that one of the clerks 
does not hold the place purely 
because of his or her ancestral worth. 
In the Postoffice Department are de- 
scendants of almost all of the greater 
Americans of the past, beginning with 
lineal descendants of George Wash- 
ton, and embracing the distin- 
guished men of both and all political 
ties. These are the wards of poli- 
es, the inherited wards, that the 
heart of politics takeg. dare 
to 


* tio 

iministration; bes under a Repub- 
lican President. They served through 
the Cleveland administration; they are 
serving under this. Many of them are 
old and infirm, many of them drawing 
the largest salaries and doing the least 
work. Yet the Government owes them 
consideration, and the heart of politics, 
called so hard and brutal by the un- 
thinking, sees that this consideration is 
continued to them. 


POLITICS AND POVERTY. 


Where one dollar is made in politics 


a hundred dollars is either lost or else 
not earned where it might be. The 
fact that the departments, and that 
the Federal offices all through the 
country, and many of the State and do- 
mestic offices, are tilled with the de- 
scendants of public men who died poor, 
goes conclusively to show that men do 
not make money out of politics or pub- 
lic place. Any one of intelligence and 
eer memory can count on his fingers 
@ great public men who have died 
rich. Indeed, who are the great public 
men who have held office whbd have 
died rich? There is hardly a useful 
man serving in public life today who 
could not get twice, three times or 
quadruple the salary,or make that 
much more money in profession or 
business, than he is now receivin 
trom Uncle Sam. Within the past 
fortnight Hon. Samuel J. Randall died 
in a modest home, on a bed worth 
ten dollars, after having served his 
coun for twenty 8 at one-fifth 
of what he could have earned 
in private life. The nobilities of poli- 
tics had increased his natural manhood 
until he found his greatest pride in 
sacrifice. He showed the pride of the 
true politician when, after a life of 
sacrifice and dying in comparative pov- 
erty, he refused a gift of 840,000, of- 
fered him by his generous neighbors 
with the best of intentions. Let the 
church and the other professions pro- 
duce men to match the many men in 
politics who have served their country 
at a personal loss and kept their fam- 
ilies poor and refused giftsin time of 
need before the general cavil as to sel- 
fishness in politics and politicians is 
accepted as gospel good and true. The 
recollection is still vivid to nearly 
everybody of intelligence of scores of 
a ew mep in both parties dying in 


ashington—justices of the Supreme | la 


Court, members of Congress,occupants 
of other places, and dying so poor that 
friendship had to come in and pay their 
funeral expenses and to keep their 
families from want. 

PAYS DIVIDENDS. 

Political parties are no more selfish 
than politieians. Where the public 
pays to men elected to office one dol- 
lar, political parties, or the men 
making political parties, spend ten 
dollars by way of increasing public in- 
telligence, by ‘er of giving tothe pub- 
lic the ablest discussion of current 
events, by way of extending the circu- 
lation of newspapers and magazines, 
by way of bringing to the reach and 
knowledge of every voter the right 
side of the argument. “If a political 
party be called a coöperative office- 
seeking association, as the cynics say, 
the country is not in much danger from 
it when it spends ten dollars for the 
public good, where the man it elects 
to offica receives one dollar. So I 
say that politicsis a generous thing, 
not an ungenerous and selfish. I say 
that politics broadens men, disciplines 
them into manhood and nobility, 
rather than narrows them into selfish- 
ness and meanness. The very friend- 
ship of politics that is growled about 
is the best thing in it. The friendship 
of good men for others will never en- 
danger this Republic. There may be

Correspondence of THe Tiwes.}] As 
there is no more charming saint in the 


calendar than Santa Barbara, with her

The Bogus Coffee Industry. 
{Chicago Herald.] 

One of the rising industries of Phila- 
delphia is the bogus coffee industry. 
An enterprising protected manufac- 
turer of that city has discovered a pro- 
cess by which an excellent imitation of 
the coffee berry can be made from 
flour. The flour is reduced to dough, 
the dough is run through a machine 
which molds it into coffee grains, and 
the grains are baked until they assume 
a coffee color.

At present, on the ground 
thaz it is not grown in this country, 
coffee is admitted free, but if McKin- 
ley sees that a bogus coffee industry 
can be established with a protective 
tariff he will undoubtedly revise his 
bill and put a duty on foreign coffee.

The Evaporator in Operation—Ten 
0 Tons a Day. 
Ontario Observer.) 

The evaporator at North Ontario 
begun active operations on Saturday, 
and it is at present the busiest place in 
the colony. Over forty hands are em- 
ployed, and the force will be increased 
as needed. A large number of school 
children are at work iting. and we 
are glad to notice that no Chinese help 
is employed. : 

The fruit is sliced and put on trays, 
after which it is exposed to the sul- 
phur fumes in the sulphur box at 
the east end of the building for 
about an heur. Then it is put into 
the dryer, which occupies the south 
side of the building and holds 385 
trays, or five tons of fruit.- The 
furnace is on the west endof the build- 
ing, outside, and a large fan at the 
east end of the dryer draws the hot air 
through. This is run by a Shipman 
kerosene engine, three-horse power. 
The temperature is kept up to 230°. A 
flue returns the air to the furnace, but 
it can be turned off as it becomes 
moist. The fruit comes out very hand- 
some in appearance. By working the 
full twenty-four hours two runs 
can made, using ten tons. 
Messrs. M. B. Fassett, M. W. Bord well 
and H. W. Bord well, whois up from 
East Riverside, are all busy superin- 
tending the operations, and show a 
thorough knowledge of the business. 

The company has contracted for 180 
tous of apricots, 200 tons of peaches 
and 140 tons of prunes, insuring a good 
summer’srun. The prices paid are a 
cent and a quarter for apricots and a 
centand a half for peaches and prunes. 
A great deal of the fruit comes from 
Cucamonga. So far the work is of 
course confined to apricots, and the 
fruit is running about seven pounds 
green to oné dried. 


About Prunes. 
{Pomona Progress. | 

The nurserymen throughout the 
State believe the next boom in fruit 
trees will be in prunes, and many of 
them are buying large quantities of 
prune trees in preparation for thenext 
planting, We know of a Pomona man 
who has been employed for six weeks 
by a large nursery company in Sacra- 
mento in buying all the small prune 
trees he can at 15 or 18 cents each. He 
has paid out thus far the sum of $27,- 
000 for the trees, and is still 
quietly at work. It is argued 
that the demand in the East for 
California prunes will be enormous for 
the next four or five years anyhow, and 
that very large prices will be paid for 
the fruit. This year the prune crop is 
beyond all precedent, and the prices 
offered for the fruit are astonishingly 
large. This, the nurserymen say, will 
cause a furore for prune trees before 
six months more are over. Some 
nurserymen think that the price of the 
trees will go to even thirty cents, and 
perhaps even higher because of the 
slow but sure gathering of the young 
trees into the hands of about a dozen

THE GIRLS. 


How They Work on Week Days and 
Dance on Sundays and Are 
Red-cheeked and 
Handsome.

LIMERICK, July 
respondence.} In the remoter dis- 
tricts away from the villages among 
the peaty bogs and the hawthdérn 
hedges, the roses bloom red’ in the 
cheeks of the Irish peasant girl. How- 
ever she manages it on stirabout and 
potatoes, she grows lush and vigorous 
and full of sap, like the green things 
that fill the island. 

The colleen bawn is straight, she is 
not infregently tall, her shoulders are 


broad, her waist but supple, and 
she looks as strong as a young midi 
Her hair is brown, perhaps with s 
shade of chestnut; sometimes it has a 
ripple in it, but oftener it is lustreless 
and straight, and, very possibly, so 
heavy as to be almost mop’ 1 
have seen peasant girls with braids 
that were like clubs, the tresses when 
unbound reaching the knees. 

Her forehead is low and the wave of 
hair is drawn back to leave it uncoy- 
ered, her eyes are frank and blue, her 
complexion clear, though exposure to 
the weather has darkened it and put 
into it shades of yellow brown, and the 
red in her cheeks is as deep as in the 
ponenes that brighten the wheat fields. 

t is a splash of color, daring, as if an 
artist bad flung it on a dark spot of his 
canvas; more brilliant than one ever 
sees in the drier climate of what they 
are here pleased to cali the States,” 
spreading its warm blush quite from 

eekbone to chin. 

The peasant girl is often fine look - 
ing, sometimes superlatively hand- 
some, but never with what an Amer- 
ican would consider any delicacy of 
beauty. She has few of thesoft curves 
of more luxuriously nurtured youn 
womanhood. Her arms are n 
rounded, they look muscular and hard. 
Her bust is flat like an Amazon’s. 
She is not dimpled. But she is sturdy, 
as becomes a scion of the “foinést 
pisantbry in the world.“ Her greatest 
meee is her fresh and splendid vi- 

J. 

She wears a red kerchief over her 
head or folded about her shoulders and 
a petticoat of brown or dark blue stuff, 
which she weaves berself and which: 
stops half way between her knees and 
her ankles. Six days in the week her 
feet are brown and bare. They are 
large feet and look better in their. 
naked sbapeliness than when disguised’ 
for Sundays and holidays under coarse 
yarn stockings— these she knits—and 
the cheap-laced shoes, with their pe- 
culiar combination of thick soles and 
high heels, which come to the small 
market towns. For defense against 
the weather she has a long black cloak. 
gathered at the neck and provided 
with a hood, and which is probably the 
most characteristic article left of the 
old peasant costume. 

The colleen bawn, as I have seen 
her, is perhaps at her best at a pat- 
tern.“ There are not so many pat- 
terns now as there used tobe. All the 
peasant customs are, if not dead, re- 
treating farther and farther into the 
fastnesses of the bogs, and the girls’ 
have many things less pleasant to 
think of than dancing at the crossroads 
of a Sunday afternoon. So it was with 
an especial thrill of pleasure that 1 
recognized the peculiar screech of the 
bagpipe as the jauntingcartilted its way 
over a little rise, while the summer 
sun was warm and the honeysuckle 
and ivy climed over the walls last Sun- 
day. The ancient Paddy who was our 
driver turned with a smile that dug 
deep channels for all his wrinkles. 
‘Sure, ye’re in luck,“ he ejaculated. 
„That's the ‘Rakes o’ Mallow.’ They 
be afther jiggin’ it at the Widow Scan- 
nell's cross, an’ the divil wid me if it 
isn’t the first patthern I’ve seen in uigh 
OD a year.“ 

The scene as we approached it was 
animated. Four roads met in a cosy 
little hollow. where thé hawthorn 
hedges had grown to mossy trees. 
Overhead the crows circled, cawing 
ceaselessly, and on the smooth, white 
clay road, hard as any dancing floor 
the bareheaded girls and the sun 
burned young fellows stood up, oppo- 
site each other, and tooted it with 
a sort of silent enthusiasm that is 
Celtic only in very modern days. 
Gathered round the dancers were 
cronee who might have been druidical 
priestesses aud groups of square-buil 
flaming-Cheeked urchins, bare-leg 


‘and wearing each butasingle garment.

The old piper, in tattered knee 
breeches, walked to and fro on the 
short grass among the daisies, and 
blew till his cheeks puffed out, and 
every colleen and gossoon of them all 
beat.the time.

„Good for ye, Maggie Tobin; that 
was a foine step!’’ So the onlookers 
admonished and cheered them on 
while the jig was in full swing. 

At the approach of strangers a 
**Whist, yel” went around; there's a 
leddy comin',“ and Maggie, whose big, 
supple figure had been all abandon, ber 
head, her arms and her whole body 
dancing as heartily as her feet, first be- 
came awkward, the angles came in her 
elbows, her smile faded, she dropped 
out of step, and fell back hastily to 
lose berselt in the little crowd, while 
. looked neither to the right nor 

the left, but danced stolidly on, and 
the piper piped his loudest, both dis- 
daining to pay any attention the 
jutruder, who felt as much re- 
jpulsed as if she had attempted 
to storm a barricaded cabin or had 
hot water flung on her from a window. 
It was rather a painful reminder of the 
‘strained relations“ between the 
cabins and the “big houses,“ but in a 
minute the vagrant, barmless charac-

The afternoon dance—if nowadays 
she has the heart for dancing—is only 
a very little bit of the peasant girl's 
Sunday. Early in the morning one 
sees her coming through the wet grass, 
down the long lanes from every little 


mile may be from the country road— 
perched high on the rounded slope of 
the hills. Her skirt is of fresh home- 
spun, but no longer than that she 
wears on week days. Her head is still 
bare or, may be, if she is past 16 and 
out at service, she has achieved the 
dignity of a straw hat with a 
bunch of cheap flowers—a piece 
of gorgeousness which accords well 
with her ideas of the day’s proprieties 
but interferes’ with the traveler’s no- 
tions of the picturesque and tradi- 
tional. Fortunately or unfortunately, 
according to the point of view, the 
straw hat is only occasional. The nar- 
row country road leads her through 
the foxgloves and the whitey-pink roses 
—a couple of miles or maybe four—to 
the huddled streets of the dark little 
village, where the parish chapel is as 
dark and almost as huddled as any of 
the rest of the buildings, but she kneels 


beads with pious industry and tries 
to keep her thoughts, not from 
-wandering but from wandering too far, 
while the Latin rolls out sonorous!

hen the little congregation files out 
again under the sky and the elders stop 
to talk—alas! of evictions or tenants’

‘peasant lads or, more blissful still, of 
one to walk the homeward road with 
her and pull her yellow acacia blooms 
and roses. 

Monday is a different matter, for the 
serious business of life begins for the 
pretty colleen when she is onlya slip of 
a girl. There is always a cabinful of 
younger brothers and sisters to mind 
and stockings to knit when the wool 
can be come by for sale at the nearest 
market town if not to wear, and spin- 


wheel that stands when the summer 
days are fine on the stone just outside 
‘the cabin door, and weaving, too, on 
the small and awkward handloom of 
rough and rather primitive flanneis— 
though the spinning and weaving here, 
as elsewhere, are going by, and the re- 
sultis fewer and poorer clothes for 
lack of ready money to buy the cheap- 
est products of the machines—and dye- 
ing in a few dark and simple colors as 
befits Ireland’s social atmosphere. 
Perhaps the colleen is transferred to 
the kitchen of some farmer’s wife, 
‘where she washes the plates that have 
each a shamrock leaf in its middle, 
and is soundly cuffed when she lets one 
fall from her awkward hands. The 
pig feeding is her charge, and the 
pursing of the frost-bitten lambs, and 
the spreading of the linen on the 
hedges, and again she is cuffed if the 
crows or the sparrows come down and 
soll the snowy whiteness of the cloths. 
Her days are full enough of work, 
for the farmer’s wife feels the pinch of
